Fall Fashions Mirror Crisis Torn Italy

if fashion mirrors the times, then the Italians 


must be taking their sagging economy and unstable 
government seriously, so seriously that they've de- 
signed this year's fall and winter collections in a fit 
of depression. 


Ever since the couturier showings opened Friday 


in Rome, leg men have had to content themselves 
with a glimpse of the lower calf and the well turned 
ankle as designers seek refuge in the hemlines of 
bygone eras and faraway lands. 


Antonelli boasts the shortest collection with skirts 


ending just below the knee. From there it's all 
downhill for his compatriots who've gone so far as 
to show hemlines grazing the ankles for daytime 
wear. 


Colors also reflect the somber mood of the coun- 


try. Brown, black, white, mauve are the rule, with 
exceptions such as the bright, spirit lifting magen- 
tas, blues and reds of Mila Schon's collection re- 
ceiving grateful applause. 


As if afraid of what the future might hold, Italian 


designers are stepping backward into the Seventies. 
They've revived the Forties, the Fifties, the nine- 
teenth century and drawn upon the American West, 


the Orient and the Gypsy cultures of Middle Europe 
1o create what can only be described as the kind of 
escapist fare that would look strange on twentieth 
century streets. 


Perhaps sensing an impending disaster, American 


buyers have stayed away in droves, depressing Ital- 
ian designers even more. The tendency is to at- 
tribute the feeble showing first to tight money in 
the States and then to consumer reluctance to fol- 
low the dictates of European couture.

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No More Termination of Indians 


In his special message to Congress on 


Indian problems, President Nixon has 
described the federal policy of ter- 
mination of reservation status as 
"morally and legally unacceptable" 
The immediate question for Wisconsin 
then is what of Mcnominee County 
created from the reservation lands of the 
Menommees in one of the two major 
terminations when the federal govern- 
ment embarked on this policy in the late 
1950s. 


More importantly, what are the 


•wishes of the Menominee people m this 
regard? If the federal government now 
is to declare that termination is wrong, 
the explanation that government cannot 
undo what it has done cannot be ac- 
cepted. On the other hand, 10 years ha\ e 
elapsed and the detailed and often uphill 
political and economic steps taken 
toward full federal and Wisconsin 
citizenship should not necessarily go 
down the dram because of a shifting of 
gears in Washington. 


While the Menominee people no 


longer are under the direct jurisdiction 
of the federal Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
some arm 
of the government, a 


congressional committee, or a state 
agency should make it its business to 
take a formal measurement of opinion of 
the Menominees in view of the policy 
which Mr. Nixon has enunciated. 


The President has asked that 


Congress pass a joint resolution to 
"expressly renounce, repudiate and 
repeal the termination policy.'' As for 
the executive branch. Mr. Nixon said he 
was declaring that . the historic 
relationship between the federal 
government and the Indian community 
cannot be changed without the consent of 
the Indians. 


Mr. Nixon said there are three 


reasons for this strong and unequivical 
stand against termination. 


First, the premise of termination is 


that the federal government has taken 
on a trustee relationship as an act of 
generosity which can be ended on a 
unilateral basis. But this is a faulty 
premise, said Mr. Nixon, because the 
government really has obligations with 
moral and legal force — a point made, 
repeatedly by Menominee critics 
ofi 


termination who refer to treaties be- 
tween the tribe and the federal govern- 
ment. 


Second, in Mr. Nixon's view, in the 


few instances in which termination has 
been tried, it has failed. The President 
said social and economic conditions 
often have worsened after termination 
and Indian communities have found 
themselves adrift in federal, state, and 
local effoits. 


Third, Mr. Nixon said the very 


possibility of termination has caused 
apprehension and an over-dependence 
on the federal government in the form of 
communitips being run by the federal 
bureaucracy rather than the Indian 
people themselves. 


In renouncing the policy of ter- 


mination, the President also spelled out 
programs to reach "the most deprived 
and the most isolated minority group in 
our nation '' He proposes that Indians 
take over the direction and operation of 
more of their programs including the 
schools, that more money be pumped 
into health programs, that there be a 
revolving fund and loan guarantees Un- 
economic development projects, and 
that a special legal office he created to 
end the conflict of interest u inch often is 
present when one agency of the federal 
government represents Indians against 
another agency. 


Some of these political objectives 


have been achieved through termination 
and creation of Menominee County. But 
other portions of the President's 
recommendations cannot apply to 
Menominee County because termination 
is now a fact. These circumstances 
would 
be 
unfair, 
and 
economic 


development programs in particular 
should be made retroactive for Indian 
communities which have been ter- 
minated in a policy the government now 
is saying has failed and was not proper 
in the first place. 


Our own view is one of admiration for 


the Menominees in the uphill economic 
and political mission which suddenly 
was assigned them. If there is to be a 
reappraisal, our hope would be that 
Menominee County continue on its 
present course. But this road should 
include the provisions of the President's 
new program, not legalistic ex- 
planations that nothing can be done to 
aid those who are part of a policy which 
now is to be renounced, repudiated and 
repealed. 


The Lesson of the Papyrus Boat 


Now there is a furi'iiei challenge to 


Christopher Columbus, Leif Erickson 
and that unidentified Celt who was 
supposed to have found the Western isles 
after sailing from Ireland. 


ThorHeyerdahl and his papyrus ship, 


RAII, made it across the Atlantic Ocean 
in two months and certainly have proved 
that Egyptians in similar boats could 
have done the same four thousand years 
ago. The question remains as to whether 
they would have or did. 


And yet this is the sort of thing that 


has challenged man from the very 
beginning. The mystery of the unknown, 
the thrill of danger for a purpose, the 
drive for achievement and fame may 


very likely have motivated primitive 
Egyptians forty centuries ago as it has 
Mr. Heyerdahl. 


Heyerdahl did not settle the Viet- 


namese war or the conflict in the Middle 
East. He didn't find a solution to the 
problems of the cities, campus violence 
or tornadoes. But he did what he set out 
to do twice, once with the KON TIKI and 
now with RA II. And on this trip he had a 
crew of eight of all different races, 
religions and backgrounds sailing under 
the flag of the United Nations. Maybe he 
proved that something else like learning 
to live in the world together also can be 
done. 


Big-Power Solution in the Middle East 


There are reports that both the Soviet 


Union and Egypt are beginning to 
consider a meeting with United Nations 
or United States representatives in a 
real effort to find a big-power solution to 
the increasing danger of another hot war 
in the Middle East 


About a month ago Secretary of State 


William Rogers made suggestions for 
such a meeting v\ith two major points; 
the acceptance of the state of Israel by 
Arab nations and an Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied territories. This is really 
the only way a settlement can be found. 


But such a conference is in deep 


trouble for a number of reasons. The 
Israelis quite rightly feel that giving up 
some of the occupied areas, expecially 
the Golan Heights in Syria, would make 
their defense against attack from Arab 
nations extremely difficult 
The ap- 


parent military strengthening of several 
area? with Russian missiles has not done 
much to encourage them. And then there 
are the commandos who v\ant an Arab- 
Israel state to replace Israel and insist 
thev will settle for nothing lej-s They 
have already shown their power in 
Jordan and are backed by the leftist 
governments of Syria and Lib} a The big 
question, in case of a settlement 
arranged through the United states and 
the Soviet Union, is whether the com- 
mandos could be restrained. 


Another major problem is that both 


sides understandably want to come to 
the conference table from a position of 
strength. The announcement by U. S. 
Assistant Secretary of State Joseph 


Sisco that the Russians have added 
amphibious troop landing craft to the 
arsenal of military equipment — and 
perhaps Soviet pilots — sent to Egypt is 
alarming because it has once more 
stepped up the arms race. Now it may he 
right for the United States to make jet 
fighters available to the Israeli;-. 
Balance is the important factor m the 
Middle Eai-t but with one side or the 
other plav nig brinkmanship, it isn't easy 
to maintain. 


Another major danger is that either 


the United States or the Soviet Union 
may become so deeply attached to one 
side pr the other that keeping out of a 
renewed conflict would be impossible. 
Right now it appears that this is a maior 
Russian mistake. President Nixon and 
Secretary Rogers have tried to keep in 
touch w ith Arab representatives. But the 
Soviet Union, by supplying ever more 
sophisticated -weapons to Egypt, could 
be led into war. What if one of those 
Russian pilot* is shot down? What if 
hrael decides to move and destroy the 
missile bases'1 Since the Soviet press is 
government controled, this could be kept 
irem the Russian people so there 
wouldn't be the pressure for retaliation 
that there uould be in the United States, 
for instance. But the rest of the world 
would know and this in itself could 
become a unbearable burden for the 
face-seeking Russians. 


It is an extremely 
dangerous 


situation. If we were not so involved in 
Southeast Asia, the risks might not be so 
great.

A Word Edgewise 


Spending for All Campaigns 
In 1968 Totalled $300 Million

Twenty odd years ago my 


curiosity was aroused by a 
contested Senatorial election 
in a Western state. The more I 
looked into it, the more puz- 
zling it became: the losers had 
contested every election for 
almost a generation. In- 
variably the Senate appointed 
a committee of inquiry which 
went out to investigate; in- 
variably the Senate threw out 
the challenge. It was like a 
ritual dance. 


What was behind all this? I 


found 
a 
talkative 


Congressman from the state 
involved and put the question 
to him. Were the elections in 
his state memorably crooked? 
He laughed and suggested that 
another factor had to be taken 
into account: "If you examine 
the amount the Senate has 
spent investigating 
those 


elections, you will discover 
that — combined with the 
costs of elections — it con- 
stituted the third largest 
source of income in the state." 


"The Senate elections," he 


concluded, 
"are 
a 
big 


business." 


Pump Not Needed 


Today there is no need to 


rely on investigations to pump 
purchasing power into the 
economy. Election costs alone 
are 
sufficient. 
Herbert 


Alexander, director of the 
Citizens' Research Foun- 
dation, which has done some 
remarkable studies of the 
problem, 
estimates 
that 


"spending in campaigns for 
all offices at stake in 1968. 
from county commissioner to 
the Presidency, totaled at 
least $300 million." (Fortune. 
March 1970) About SI00 
million was spent in various 
Presidential efforts. 


The late Senator Robert 


Kennedy, for example, put out 


almost $4 million in six weeks. 
To be more accurate, he in- 
curred obligations for that 
amount. There is quite a 
difference between the two 
statements: $550,000 in bills 
for the California primary 
were in fact settled for 
$180,000 cash! This f and other

has obtained) opens up the 
fascinating question of in- 
visible political financing. 


Corporations cannot by 


federal law make political 
contributions, yet there are a 
number of ways around this 
limitation. Let us examine two 
of these short cuts using either 
Alexander's documentation of 
hypothetical cases based on 
my personal knowledge. 


E\ ery serious candidate for 


President 
must 
have a 


campaign biography for mass 
distribution. No publisher in 
his right mind would put one 
out as a normal commercial 
venture, so an agreement is 
made that the party com- 
mittee will buy 100,000 copies 
at, say, 50 cents each. The 
publisher now has an I. 0- U. 
for 550,000 and the books flow 
out into the land. Despite their 
impact, the candidate loses. 


Subsequently the publisher 


sends in his bill and the party 
committee apologizes and 
says it is broke. Lawyers 
appear and work out a set- 
tlement at 10 cents on a dollar, 
the party committee 
forks 


over S5.000, and the publisher 
deducts a 545,000 bad debt 


from his firm's before-tax 
income. A corporation has 
thus made a $45,000 political 
contribution and I suspect that 
(unless one can prove the 
publisher never expected to 
get paid) it is perfectly legal. 


Phone Company Taken 


Then there is the telephone 


company. Elections do put A. 
T. & T. in a terrible bind. Like 
radio and TV corporations, the 
phone 
companies 
could 


demand advance payment in 
cash from politicians. (The 
absence of phones might well 
increase the level of political 
efficiency. In my experience, 
most "campagin workers" 
spend most of their time 
talking to other "workers" 
over the phone about "the 
situation.'') But what kind of 
headline would A. T. & T. get 
if, in October of an election 
year, it pulled the phones out 
of the Democratic National 
Committee? 


So the phone company sits 


tight and hopes for the best. In 
the case of the McCarthy 
primary campaigns a $305.000 
bill was finally settled for 
S75.000 and 
I hope 
the 


spokesmen for "new politics" 
at least thanked the "military- 
industrial complex" for this 
S230.000 
donation. 
The

mittee is alleged to owe phone 
companies over $1 million: 


A. T. & T. stockholders and 


management doubtless take a 
dim view of 
subsidizing 


political conversations, but it 
is hard to find a solution. In 
the long run. of course, it all 
comes out of the federal 
pocket: losses incurred in this 
fashion are a tax deduction. 
Perhaps even more expensive 
for the taxpayer is the use of 
the federal government for 
political purposes — the 
subject of another column.

Myasthenia gravis is a diffi- 


cult disorder of the functioning 
of muscles. Basically it is a, 
defect in the transmission 
of| 


nerve impulses. These impulses' 
do not reach the mucle fibers 
adequately. As a result, muscle 
weakness is the chief symptom 
— a "sleepy expression," due to 
drooping of the eyelids, often is 
the first visible symptom. Any- 
way, 
extreme fatigue occurs 


from muscular activity 


The cause of the disease is 


not known. In older men. it has 
been theorized that a disorder 
of the thymus gland is involved 
However, results from removal 
of the thymus had not been 
consistent (Some reports indi- 
cate that the disease is easier to 
control in women under 40 if the 
thymus is removed, i 


For whatever reasons, the 


disorder 
tends to appear in 


women in their 20s. but in men 
not usually until after 60. 


Although there is no cure, the 


disorder is controlled by what 
are called anticholinergic drugs. 
Common ones are prostigmine. 
t e n s i l o n , m e s t i n o n , a n d 
mvtelase. Drugs do not lose, 
their effectiveness, but it must 
be remembered that, if the 
disease b e c o m e s more pro- 
nounced, the drugs may not be 
able to cope as adequately with 
it 


Dosage is adjusted to give the 


most desirable results, but it 
may have to be increased in the 
event of infection. 


The degree of muscle weak- 


ness, in conjunction with the 
degree of effectiveness of the 
drugs, will determine one's en- 
durance. Fatigue lessens with 
rest: hence pushing oneself to 
maximum 
activity is not in 


order 


The respiratory tract and the 


heart are not affected by the 
disease Choking spells can oc- 
cur in severe and advanced 
cases, but this is due to weak- 
ness of muscles related 
to 


swallowing, not to muscles used 
for breathine.
